THE ICE FACTORY AT ICE VILLE 


A Wonderful and Ingenieus Wethod 
of Making Ice by- Sten. 


In this age ofimprovement when we 
are almost daily cailed upon to witness the giant 
strides in which the arts and sciences are pro- 


as tohow far human ingenuity extends, or 
what is the limit of man's mind cver the visible 
things of earth 
t uch were cur reflections us we witnessed the 
process of ice making at the Atlanta ce manu- 
facturing works situateon the Weste n and At- 
lantic ra‘lroad eigbt mil.s north of this city. 
T be factory has given a local name to the sta, 
tion which is now known as Ice ville. 
laying a visit recently to this place, ostensi- 
bly for recreation and amusement, we strolled 
iato the factory where we were kindly receiv- 
ed by itsgenth manly euperintendent and en- 
gineer Mr. RL Smith who took pleasure in es- 
corting usaround and showing us the works. 
THE PROCESS. 
The ice is made uuder what is known as the 
Carre prccess, being invented by a Frenchman 
of that name, and generally termed the French 
method. Though the constituent parts of 
which ice is composed have been long known to 
the scientific world yet it was nct brought into 
practical use or perfection until Carre invented 
ais machine. The one in use st Iceville is made | 
under the original plan aud turns out five tosix 
tons of pure, solid ice per day. 
To gie an accurate description of the working 
of the machine req ires oue more versed in the 
art i rofessional than the writer, and if he bat 
succeeds in giving a faint but comprehensive 
idea of it he will in the main be satisfied. The 
works are situated on the east bank of the Chat 
tahoochee river, and are owned oy the Atlanta 
Ice manufacturing company, and have been in 
successful operation for about five years. The 
water is pumped up from the river intoa reser- 
voir situated near the factory on an elevation. 
From this reservoir the boiler is supplied, and 
the steam generated therefrom ‘s conducted by 
pipes toa condenser from which after the im- 
purities and miueral gasses are blown off, passes 
to what is known as the cooler. and thence car- 
ried to a receive: ready for the cans on 
FREEZING PROCESS, 
There is a large retort which contains the 
liquid aqua ammonia, thr ugh which retort 
passes @ spiral steam tube. The aqua ammonia 
coming in contact with the steam heated tube 
generates the liquid, and causes it to assume a 
gaseous form, called ammoniactic gas. This ges 
then passes through a pipe. et the top of the re- 
tort into a large tank filled with zig-gag tuber, 
which are covered with a e tiuual pupply of 
fresh cool river water, and which destfoys the 
talent heat of the gas whch chen passes in 
the form of liquified gas to the 
F4KEZING CISTERNS 
two in number, are fillud with salt water, cov- 
ered securely, having ninety- ix appertures in 
the top of each for the reception of the cans 
which are fliled with the distilled or condens- 
ed water, and placed in the salt bath, ciosely 
covered, preparatory to freeziag. Within and 
at the bot om of these wooden cisterns or tank:, 
ig laid. pervendicularly nine 2 gz g tubes 
through which the ammonia gas passes, and 
coming in contact with the saft ‘water, which 
absorbs the cool atmosphere and becomes sev- 
eral degrees below the freezing point without 
freezing, ci using th» distilled water in the cans 
immersed in the bath to congeal and beceme 
ice. Assoon as the waterabsorbs the cool at- 
mosphere within the cisterns, the gas again re- 
sumes its liquid form ana is pumped again into 


—and so on repeatedly. 
THE FACTORY, ETC. 

Is kept running day and night. The water is 
congealed in about 8 hoursduring the summer 
aud in 4hours during the winter season. By 
alternating the cans; i.e. by changing the time 
of taking the ice from the cans, first from one 
then the other, two cakes are ready every five 
minutes, each cake weighing 2134 pounds or 
about 24 blocks of 4 cakes each to the ton. 

As soon as a can is taken from the cistern or 
salt bath, it is immersed in hot water which 
loosens the ice and the cake leaves the can 
readily. By sprinkling a small quantity of dis- 
tilled water between the cakes and plecing 
them together they congeal and from 
a solid block, any number of cakes can thus be

Editors Constitution: 

Your corresp.ndent, writing from 
Dalton informs us that two commiss- 
ions of lunacy were served out in one 
day for fe at that place, during 
the last week. Now the question arises 
what can be done for these unfortunate 
le? Weare informed the asyluni 
at Milledgeville is crowded and that 
there are more than seventy applica- 
tions for admissiou that have to await 
their turn, for the lack of room. 

This is not for the want of good man- 
agement. The officers of the asylum 
deserve our highest commendation. 

Shall not the people of Georgia make 
a business matter of this, and see to it 
that candidates for the legislature ex- 
press themselves about it to the end 
that the next general assembly shall 
make adequate appropriation for luna- 
tic? Take the county of Whitfield as 
an illustration. Ifthe families of these 
two unfortunate ladies are unable to 
provide for them, the county must do 
50; and a tax upon Whitfield equal to 
the outlay for temporary care of luna- 
‘tics will exceed the pro rata of Whit- 
field for the permanent improvements 
needed. A painful case has occurred in 
Troup which has led a number of gen- 
tlemen here to take a deep interest 
in this matter. We have 
made the investigation our 
own 8 and find that 
Troup me ed last year more than 
$150 — there are 137 counties. But 
if the families of these two unfortunate 
ladies are able to providetor them the 
fact remains, (supported by the sad: 
experience ofevery family in Georgia, 
who have, by visitation of Providence, 
heen compelled totry it) that no fami- 
ly, however wealthy, can provide the 
same good attention which the state 
can provide, by a small outlay for need- 
ful building accommodations. 

And thus it is demonstrated th it the 
people of Georgia have a duty upon 
them which we cannot fail to perform 
without reproach upon our civiliza- 
tion. 

In closing this short communication 
permit me to add that I know work is 
now on foot to ascertain the number 
of this unfortunae class unprovided 
fur in the state. Investi- 
gations have proceeded far 
enough to make it safe to estimate 
them are more than 175 entirely unpro- 
vided for; whilst the crowd condi- 
tion of the asylum interferes mate- 
rially with the effective less of the treat- 
ment. A plan will be submitted to 
the general asseinbly, based upon the 
carefully collected experience of such 
institutions, both in America and) in 
Europe, entirely economical, to meet 
this beneficent publicduty. It will be 
framed in such a manner that every in- 
telligent Slegislator shall fully under- 
stand its econemy and fitness, and also 
understand that those who present it 
will not accept any connection with it, 
further than to have the state act so 
that all may know we have no person- 
al objects to serve in the matter.

THE GEORGIA GOLD FIELDS. 


A Temptierc *ccount by a Nashville 
rrospector. :

Mr. O. P. McRoberts, of this city, who 
has just returned from a visit to the 
gold fields in northern Georgia, made 
the foilowing interesting statement, 
yesterday, toan American reporter:

„We visited many interesting places, 
some of which presented prospects 
very flattering for success; and as soon 
as capital gets there, north Georgia will 
produce a vast quantity of gold. 

“Crops are exceedingly. fine in that 
country, and, perhaps, the best and 
largest corn crop.ever raised, and the 
cotton looks as well as could be wished
